Harrison and Dudley to Bny and Sneak 
A Republican Majority Into the 
Indiana 
Legrislatnre. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Oct. 9.—^A Courier- 
Journal reporter met O. O. Stealey, its 
Washington correspondent, in Jeflferson- 
Tillejyesterday, when the following col- 
loquy on Indiana politics oocnrred: 


"What is yonr idea, Mr. Stealey, as to 
the democratic prospects in Indiana? 
Will we carry the state?" 


"I need but tell yon in answer to that 
question, that the republicans themselves 
admit the state 
will go democratic. 
Many of them, prominent ones, too, will 
tell you they care nothing for the state." 


"What, then, are th^y after?" 
"They are after the legislature." 
"Have they laid any special plans to 
compass that end?" 


"I should say so. They are deep and 
cunning scheamers. 
What Bill Dudley 
and Ben Harrison can not set up in the 
way of tricks is hardly worth attention. 
You recollect that Dudley and Harrison 
both paid separate visits to this section 
about the latter part of August, 
No, 
they did not come together, but never- 
theless they are acting in concert. 
The 
legislature, in making the apportion- 
ment for legislative purposes, made five 
close democratic joint representative and 
senatorial districts. These are the points 
upon which they operftte." 


"How do they do it?" 
"WeJJ, take Clark and Jefferson, for 
instance. These two counties have a 
joint senator. The majority in the dis- 
trict for the Cleveland and Hendricks 
electors was 347. Remember Harrison 
was here in the latter part of August. 
The Clark county republican convention 
was held ou the 4tb of September. What 
occurred there? They made no nomina- 
tion for clerk. 
Why was this? Because 
Richard C. McGill, the present clerk of 
Clark county was a candidate for the 
democratic nomination, and was defeat- 
ed. There is no denying that McCill 
made a good clerk, and that he was pop- 
ular. And there is just the point. Har- 
rison and Dudley selected Mr. McGill as 
there instrument for a trade. The re- 
publican managers agree with Mr. Mc- 
Gill that he shall receive the entire re- 
publican vote of Clark county for clerk 
and McGill in return is expected to do 
all in his power for the republican can- 
didate for state senator. Dr. Taggert. 
You all see there is a neat little scheme, 
but I doubt if democrats will allow 
themselves to be delivered over body 
and breeches in this manner. Why ? 
Because a vote for Dr. Taggart is a vote 
for Ben Harrison for senator. And if 
there is one thing a Clark county demo- 
crat wants to see it is a good democrat 
in Harrison's place." 


"Are you sure the • democrats of this 
senatorial district will not be caught in 
this trap ?" 


"Well, there is one danger. 
We have 
fourteen hold-over senators, and the oily- 
gammon republican will tell democrats 
that it don't make any difference if Clark 
and Jefferson does lose a senator, the 
Indiana legislature will be democratic 
anyhow." 


"Is the senator all the republicans are 
aiming at?" 


"Well, no. If they can carry the leg- 
islature, they will legislate the demo- 
crats out of both the prisons and ail the 
state benevolent institutions. Now, let 
any democrat think of what a power 
this will be in 1888, in a state, too, that 
is as close as Indiana." 


"Are Harrison and Dudley at work in 
other districts?" 


"Depend upon it they are. They 
have divided the state, and are working 
all the close legislative districts just in 
the same way they are working this. 
This is a serious matter. There are a 
large number of them where the demo 
cratic majority is between two or three 
hundred. Some are as low as a hun- 
dred. The Scott and Jenning districts 
has only thirty-five democratic majority. 
These big land corporations and the 
blasted monopohes of the east will read- 
ily contribute $50,000 for the purpose of 
carrying the Indiana legislature. It will 
not take that much; S35,000 will do it if 
the democrats are not vigilant." 


"Will there be a republican candidate 
for congress against Howard in this dis- 
trict?" 


"I think not. The candidacy of Judge 
Bicknell for circuit judge and Harry 
Buerk for prosecutor is all in harmony 
with Harrison and Dudley's plan of con- 
fusion and victory." 


"Bat will not the national republican 
congreesional committee insist on a can- 
didate?" 


"No. They know that the democrat« 
are bound to have the next house by 
fifteen to twenty majority. 
Their best 
end is to leave erexything open for

is my information. These are the only 
democratic districts where there has 
been any trouble?' 


"Do you thmk there is any danger of 
losing Howard in this district?" 


"Of courre there is danger. There is 
always danger where there is disaffec- 
tion, confusion and demoralization. 
In 
1874 politics were about as hot in this 
district and Michael O. Kerr, the regu- 
lar democratic candidate, was only elect- 
ed by about 1,200. Then it must be re- 
member that Mr. Eerr was a man of 
national repute, and it was known in the 
district that if he was 
re-elected he wonld 
be made speaker of the house, as he 
was."

Hon. J. L. WiUiamji died at noon after 
a protracted illness, arising from exhaus- 
tion and a wearing out of the vital me- 
chanism of a strong mind and body. His 
devoted wife and children were at the 
bedside of the distinguished citizen when 
the spark of life fled and he bade adieu 
to the world, in which he was an impor- 
tant actor. Although seyenty-nine years 
of age Mr. Williams was in the full en- 
joyment of his mental faculties up to al- 
most the moment of his death. He was 
possessed of a marvelous mind and it 
was stored with universal knowledge. He 
enjoyed an acquaintance with most men 
prominent in the affairs of the nation, 
and closely followed public events. The 
vast territory west from Ohio was cor- 
rectly pictured in his mind's eye, and on 
all corporation and land proj ects he was 
consulted. In politics he affiliated with 
the republican party, and when Hon. 
James G. Blaine came here on his can- 
vass he was entertained at the mansion 
home of Mr. Williams, on West Wayne 
street. He was one of the founders of 
the First Presbyterian church and an ai-- 
dent believer in the faith. Mr. Wil- 
liams' heart was as large as his purse, 
and no one gave more freely and liber- 
ally to charities and the poor. 
Thus 
died the man, for whom prayers will go 
up from the lips of thousands who know 
of his unostentatious bequests. 


Mr. Williams' wealth is correctly es- 
timated by gentlemen in position to 
know at $600,000, 
Our informants have 
seen Mr. Williams estimate his assets 
and liabilities annually and say the above 
estimate is a fair one, although popular 
opinion has accredited him a millionaire. 
He owns some $90,000 stock in the Pitts- 
burg and Fort Wayne, road holds a batch 
of government bonds, is a director and 
stockliolder in the Hamilton National 
bank and has some interest in the First 
National. 
He has an interest in the 
Olds wagon works and contributed to 
the Gause works and Masonic Temple. 
His principal business property is the 
Siemon block and Friend's store on Cal- 
houn street, and the Rich place on 
Berry street. 
He owns vast tracts of 
land in Dakota, Iowa, Kansas and Ne- 
braska. Most of this territory is unim- 
proved, but some of it is very valuable. 
He retains no interest in the Northern 
or Union Pacific railroads, although at 
one time identified with them. 
This 
summary is pretty accurate of his wealth 
and valuable holdings. 


Mr. Williams leaves his wife and 
three sons—E. P., Henry M. and Rev. 
Mead C. Williams—to survive him and 
mourn the loss of a husband and father 
honored and renowned among men. He 
goes to his grave with the sorrow of all 
who knew nature's nobleman, 
Hon. 
Jesse L. Williams. No funeral arrange- 
ments have as yet been made, and THE 


SENTINEL closes this sad record by ap- 
pending a tribute to the deceased from 
the pen of Col. R. S. Robertson, as it 
appears in the History of Allen County: 


LIFE OF HON. J. L. WILLIAMS. 


Jesse L. Williams, who, for a period 
of over forty years, has been closely 
identified with the rise and progress of 
public works in the state of Indiana, 
Ohio, and the great west, was born in 
Stokes county, North Carolina, May 6, 
1807. His parents, Jesse and Sarah T. 
Williams, were members of the Society 
of Friends. In May, 1814, his parents 
removed to Cinoinnnti, Ohio, and sub- 
sequently to the adjoining county of 
Warren, and in 1819, to Wayne county, 
Indiana. In his early youth he was a 
pupil of the Lancasterian Seminary at 
Cincinnati, and afterward, at various 
places of residence, in villages or ou the 
farm, he had only the educational ad- 
vantages offered in such locations, for 
those \ ortions of the time his other avo- 
cations would allow. 


After he had, at the age of eighteen, 
selected a profession (that of civil en- 
gineer), his leisure hours were well oc- 
cupied with the study more especially of 
those branches of general science having 
direct relation to this profession, thus 
making up for the lack of early educa- 
tional opportunities. Though regretting 
the lack of opportunity and leisure for 
higher educational attainments, yet it 
would seem, from the results of a long, 
arudous, varied and remarkably success- 
ful professional career, that the want of 
early advantages, in his case, were main- 
ly overcome, 


The year Í825 witnessed the comple- 
tion of water communication between 
Lake Erie and tide-water, by the Erie 
canal—an 
achievement in 
practical 
science and statesmanship which, for the 
times, was bold and far-reaching in its 
results. Other states caught the spirit 
of public improvement, and Ohio under- 
took the mission of extending water 
communication from Lake Erie to the 
Ohio river, by her two canals. It was 
under the inspiration of these move- 
ment», great for their day, that the sub- 
ject of this sketch—then a you^ of stjv- 
enteen, living and working on a farm in 
Indiana—accepted a snboi^nate position 
in the corps of engineers, which, early 
in 1824, had been detailed in ohftrge oí 
Samuel Forrer, civil engineer, to make 
meUminaiy snryajm flM jyUioü and 
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of that great man, and receive from him 
kind and encouraging words, which 
tended to confirm them in the pursuit 
of their profession, then in the dawn of 
its great usefulness. 


In the spring of 1828, at the age of 
twenty one years, he was appoint^ by 
David S. Bates, then chief engineer of 
Ohio, to make the final location of the 
Ohio canal, from Licking Summit to 
Chillicothe, and to construct afterward 
an imi^rtant division of that canal in 
the Scioto Valley. 


In 1832, Mr. Williams was, in his 
twenty-fifth year, appointed by the board 
of commissioners of the Wabash and 
Erie canal as chief engineer, to take 
charge of the location and construction 
of that work, then about to be com- 
menced at Fort Wayne by the state of 
Indiana. 


Two years later, when surveys of other 
canals in Indiana were ordered by the 
legislature, these canals were also placed 
under his charge, in addition to the 
Wabash and Erie. 


Under the act for a general system of 
internal improvements, approved Janu- 
ary 27, 1836, he was appointed chief en- 
gineer of all the canal routes, portions of 
each of which were in process of loca- 
tion and construction. 


In September, 1837, the chief engi- 
neer of railroads and turnpikes having 
resigned, those works were also, by the 
state board of internal improvements, 
placed under his charge, as state engi- 
neer, enlarging his supervision to 1,300 
miles of public works. 
Afterward, he 
was elected by the legislature to the 
same position, and continued therein un- 
til 1841, when the prosecution of the 
public works, with the exception of the 
Wabash and Erie canal, was suspended 
for want of funds. 


Perplexing duties and great responsi- 
bilities and labors devolved upon the 
State Engineer at this period. The gen- 
eral surveys and locations, the plans of 
important structures and the letting of 
all contracts, came under his general 
supervision. 


In the summer of 1838, thirteen pub 
lie lettings of contracts, covering every 
section, was ordered by the board. To 
attend all these personally, and give at- 
tention to details of their location and 
construction, must have taxed the men- 
tal and physical energies of one man in 
no ordinary degree. It was computed 
at the time that his journeyings during 
those four months, mostly on horseback, 
amounted to some three thousand miles. 


In March, 1840, and until 1842, in ad- 
dition to his duties as State Engineer, he 
became by appointment of the legislature 
ex officio a member of the Board of In- 
ternal Improvemenhi and 
acting commis- 
sioner of the Indiana division of the 
Wabash and Erie canal, including the 
management of the canal lands. 


In 1817, the Wabash & Erie canal, un 
- 
der the State Debt act, passed into the 
control of a board of three trustees, two 
of whom were appointed by the holders 
of Indiana bonds, and one by the legis- 
lature of Indiana. The act, by its terms 
required the appointment of a "chief en- 
gineer of known and established charac- 
ter for experience and integrity." 
To 
this station Mr. Williams was appointed 
in June, 1847, by the canal trustees, in 
which position he was continued under 
all changes in the appointing board, un- 
til the canal was sold by decree of the 
United States circuit court in 1876, 
though during the later years, his canal 
duties were chiefly advisory. 
During 
his long official services in charge of the 
public works of the state, he was not ex- 
empt from unfriendly criticism at certain 
periods of political excitement. But the 
legislative committee appointed from 
both houses in 1842, with a large major- 
ity of opposite politics, after general and 
searching investigation into the manage- 
ment of the state improvements, reach- 
ing public officers of every grade and 
class, in closing their report respecting 
Mr. Williams and completely exonera- 
ting him, applied the maxim so credita- 
ble to one holding, as he did, in the set- 
tlement of contracts vast in amount, the 
key to the pubUc treasury, that "every 
man has 
his enemies who deserves 
them." 


In February, 1854, he was appointed 
chief engineer of the Fort Wayne & Chi- 
cago railroad, which position he held un- 
til its consolidation with the Ohio & 
Pennsylvania, and Ohio & Indiana rail- 
roads, in 1856, under the name of the 
Pittsburg, Fort Wayne & Chicago rail- 
road. He has been a director of this 
last-named company ever since, a period 
of twenty-three years. 


In July, 1864, Mr. Williams was ap- 
pointed by President Lincoln a govern- 
ment director of the Union Pacific rail- 
road, and remained ih that position un- 
til the Union Pacific, and Central Pacific 
from San Francisco met west of Salt 
Lake, in 1869, when the two oceans were 
connected by rail. He received commis- 
sions from three successive presidents— 
Lincoln, Johnson and Grant. 


Having long experience as a civil en- 
gineer, he was placed on the committee 
of location and construction, and in his 
official capacity, frequently accompanied 
the chief and consulting engineers of the 
company, making many tours for per- 
sonal inspection of the various lines, 
through the canyons and the slopes of 
the several Rocky Mountain ranges, thus 
aiding to secure the best location, and 
as his reports to the government show, 
always insisting on the lowest practical 
maximum grade for the commerce of the 
world in its transit over this mountain 
re.'ion. 


Of these official examinations, both of 
location and construction, he made fre- 
quent reports to the secretary of the in- 
terior, which were communicated to 
congress and printed as public docu- 
ments. 
In his report of November 23, 
1866, he described ten distinct rout^, 
surveyed or examined, across the Black 
Hill range and the Snowy range, stating 
briefly the prominent features of each 
route. 
Subsequently, 
he submitted 
like reports as to the other mountain 
ranges crossed by the railroad further 
west. In all these investigations, the 
question of ]ptramotint interest to the 
and its fntnre large commerce, 
wm the maTimnwi graded be estab- 
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at a cost that was reasonable,jfcconsider- 
ing the important reduction of expense 
in transportation, resisted the establish- 
ment of any grade above ninety feet per 
mile on any part of the road east of the 
Sierra Nevada. For a high grade, at a 
single point, would limit the load of the 
train throughout. 


The fair and reasonable cost of the 
road, as actually constructed, in contrast 
with the extravagant subsidy fixed by 
congress in the Pacific railroad act of 
1862, also became a question of great 
public interest at an early period. 
In 
this matter, as in the question of grade, 
congress, for want of definite locations, 
had made a conspicuous mistake. 
As 
soon as the definite locations had ad- 
vanced far enough to furnish the data, 
Mr. Williams submitted to the secretary 
of the interior his report and estimate of 
November 14, 1868, showing the cash 
outlay to be made by the company in 
constructing and equipping their entire 
railroad of 1,110 miles. 
This estimate, 
prepared with labor and care, and based 
upon data in the main reliable, amount- 
ed to 838,826,821; while the cash means 
provided by the Pacific railroad act 
of 1862, as a subsidy, in government 
bonds, together with the company's first 
mortgage bonds, equal in amount to the 
government subsidy, was in the same re- 
port, shown to amount to the total sum 
of $56,647,600—far exceeding tüe entire 
outlay required of the railroad company; 
and thus without including the value of 
the land grant, whatever that might 
prove to be. This report of I\Ir, Wil- 
liams', exhibiting to the country an ac- 
tual cost so small in comparison with 
the subsidy, created so strong an inter- 
est in the subject so general, that, on 
the first day of a subsequent session of 
congress, one of the leading members of 
the house proposed a congressional in- 
vestigation of the subject. 
The com- 
mittee was appointed, and thus was 
brought 
about 
one 
of 
the most 
engrossing investigations known to con- 
gressional history, which occupied much 
of the time of that sesbion, and opened 
the way to the famous "Credit Mobilier" 
investigation. 


On the 19ch of January, 18G9, Mr. 
Williams was appointed receiver of the 
Grand Rapids and Indiana railroad by 
the United States circuit court for the 
Western district of Michigan, still hokl- 
ing his position as director of the Union 
Pacific. Finding, however, that the ex- 
igencies of the former road demanded 
his whole time and attention, in October, 
1869, he resigned as director of the 
Union Pacific, and devoted his whole 
time and energies to the completion of 
the Grand Rapids, opening for transpor- 
tation nearly two hundred miles of that 
important road under the order of the 
United States court. 


Mr. Williams has thus been identified, 
throughout a busy life, with many pub- 
lic enterprises, which have effected im- 
portant changes in the business and 
condition of the country. 
It has been 
said of him, that, "in the region west of 
the Alleghanies, he has witnessed the 
origin, growth, maturity and decline of 
the canal system." 


His official reporta on the various pub- 
lic improvements under his charge, if 
collected, would make several volumes, 
while his publications ou miscellaneous 
subjects, in pamphlets and periodicals, 
would fill as much space, 


Mr. Williams was married, November 
15, 1831, to Susan Creighton, a daughter 
of Hon, William Creighton, of Chilli- 
cothe, Obio, who was a member of Con- 
gress from the Chillicothe district, first, 
during the war of 1812 with England, 
and again from 1828 to 1832, 


He possess the respect and esteem of 
a very large circle of friends and ac- 
quaintances, and be was widely known 
by his good works in public, social and 
religious affairs.

The loss will fall 
altogether on the banks, ^100,000 be- 
ing on a single New York bank. 
Neeld 
was the managing partner in the firm of 
J. C. Ferguson & Co., a very rich firm. 
He came originally from Indianapolis, 
He has been a big speculator and has 
been wrong for a long time. 
His big- 
gest loss has been on Wall street.

LOWRY m LABOR. 


Tlie Distiuguislied Congressiiiaii From 
the IVelfth District Makes a 
Plea for Arbitration. 


Every labor measure introduced and 
passed through the last congress was of 
democratic origin and to that party be- 
longs the honor of having first espoused 
the cause of labor. There was no more 
earnest or able advocate of the interests 
of workingmen in congress than Judge 
Robert Lowry, of this district. His 
votes, his acts and his words attest it 
and to prove these assertions THE SEN-

support of arbitration before the house 
of congress: 


WASHINGTON, April 3 —In supporting 
Congressman O'Neil's labor bill Judge 
Lowry made a forcible speech. 
Mr. 
Lowry said: 


MB, SPEAKER—I do not believe with 
the distinguished gentleman from Penn- 
sylvania (Mr. Kelly) that this bill is 
either a fraud or a cheat. 
Were it in 
my judgment either of these, I could not 
follow his example in avowing a purpose 
to vote for it, 
I do not believe with my 
distinguished friends from Georgia (Mr. 
Hammond), from Virginia (Mr. Daniels) 
and from Texas (Mr. Reagan), that it 
infringes upon any provisions of the con- 
stitution. 
As I understand this bill, I 
conceive that the committee on labor 
has proceeded with the utmost caution 
and circumspection in framing it, and 
have sought to bring forward a measure 
that is entirely consistent with every 
constitutional provision, and one which 
may be calculated to meet as fully as 
was found to be feasible the existing 
emergency, and may prove to be a salu- 
tory aid in the settlement of ditiiculties 
between capital anJ labor. 


It has been iodibtml that tliis act is un- 
constitutional. 
It id aiiegtj.i ;ait it un- 
dertakes to confer judiciu 
author- 
ity 
upon 
a judicial trihuaal 
or- 
ganized by virtue of Us provisii^as. Now, 
sir, I undertake to say that this bill 
does not provide tor any ju.Iicial tribu- 
nal: that it docs not undertaki- to confer 
jurisdiction of a judicial cliaracter upon 
any tribunal. 
It .simply provides for an 
arbitrament whic'.i may be voluntarily 
entered into by the parties to existing 
diificuUiea, and aiVorda an opportunity 
for them to have the «[uestions at issue 
between them arbitrated and an award 
made. It provides also that the awards 
made by «such arbitrators shall be of 
buch a character :hat the parties, if they 
so desire, will be able uftovvvards to en- 
force their rights in a court of justice. 
Suppose the parties meet and agree to 
arbitrate their difficulties, whether they 
be railway companies or other corpora- 
tions, or individuals, citizens of one state 
or citizens of different states, when the 
arbitration is held and the award is made, 
the parties, I apprehend, are bound by 
the conclusion reached by the arbitrators, 
and their rights under the arbitration 
may be then enforced by proceedings in 
the courts. 


Now, what is the emergency that con- 
fronts us ? By reason of our existing 
social conditions and politico-economics 
in this country, as elsewhere, capital has 
the advantage of labor. The common 
law and the statutes of every state in the 
union authorize the organization of cap- 
ital in the form of corporations. 
These 
employ vast multitudes of men. Ques- 
tions arise between these powerful cor- 
porations and the operatives and labor- 
ing men of the country. While capital 
has every facility for enforcing its exac- 
tions, there are no adequate means by 
which labor can enforce its rights. 
The 
laboring men appeal for arbitration. We 
saw just the other day the magnates of 
a railroad corporation higgling with the 
representatives of the great labor organ- 
izations throughout the country who 
submitted in reference to existing diffi- 
culties the simple proposition, "Let us 
arbitrate; call ye in council one of your 
friends and we will bring hither another; 
let them call in a third, and we will sub- 
mit these questions." The agitation of 
this proposition has extended to this 
house. 
What will be the probable efiect 
even of this ? 
Since the meeting of the 
present congress, when it was proposed 
to regulate the relations between opera- 
tives of your lines of street cars and the 
corporations which employ them, which 
had been exacting from the bone and 
brain and muscle of these men from fif- 
teen to seventeen hours a day of hard 
labor for the comparative pittance of 
from $1.50 to $2, these corporations 
speedily came to terms and agreed to re- 
duce the daily hours of labor to twelve, 
without any reduction in the rates of 
compensation. 


At the present time there are similar 
indications in reference to existing diffi- 
cnltiee elsewhere. There is at length a

may be required, for the purpose of 
ducting an investigation, and formnlap 
ting a sound and jost conoliision to be 
submitted to the judgment of the pabtto 
in reference to controversies whkdi maj 
from time to time arise. GKve the peo- 
ple a measure of this kind, and will tt 
not have some effect? In my jndgmenfti 
Mr. Speaker, as sorelj astrathis omnip- 
otent and public 
jostioe eertain, so 
surely will these corporate bodies be 
compelled to yield to the demands of 
justice and right, if yon provide for put- 
ting on record a sonnd, considerate 
opinion or conclusion of impartial men 
in regard to any diffisulties whieh may 
occasionally arise. 


This bill is a step in the right direc- 
tion. It is a response to a cry of dis- 
tress. It is "Ship Ahoy" to the strag- 
gling sailor, and as the creator 
vouchsafed to covenant with bis choeen 
people in the time of tribnlation, and set 
his bow in the cloud as a token of the 
covenant, so by the passage of this bill, 
this congress will put its sign m the 
heavens as a token of a covenant that 
there shall be redress afforded to the 
laboring men of this country; that labor 
shall not always be oppressed; shall not 
always be subject to the unwarranted 
exactions of capitol and monopoly.

charity now in vogue; the innumerable 
classes of students who are meeting 
every winter in our finest houses to 
study art, literature, language, science; 
the enormous amount of fine embroid- 
ery in every parlor, largely the work of 
the ladies of the household—these, and 
a score of other signs point to the fact 
that we are living ia a country and 
period where activity is the rule and 
sloth the exception. 
The competition 
in all sorts of labor and traffic is enor- 
mous. 
The strength demanded to excel 
in any trade or profession is very great. 


Women who have their living to earn 
must enter this severe competition, and 
they will never receive consideration 
because they are women. 
They must 
excel in order to be successful. 
Excel- 
lence implies strength—not the spas- 
modic, nervous strength which makes 
an effort once in a while under extraor- 
dinary pressure, but the strength which 
can turn off daily work without fatigue 
—the strength which leaves the eye 
still bright and the step elastic after a 
long day behind the counter, over the 
sewing-machine, at the desk, at the 
easel, in the kitchen, in the school 
room. 
Such strength as this does not 
go with a small waist. 
From the na- 
ture of things, it can never—unless, as 
has been i)ointed out, in exceptional 
cases—be found in women with small 
waists. 
Strong back and 
abdominal 
muscles—muscles which can do their 
word without the deadly props of steel 
and whalebone now so universally worn 
—a large digestive capacity, a rapid 
and utterly unobstructed flow of the 
blood in the veins and the arteries, these 
are some of the requirements of health 
and strength. 
And these things take 
up room. 
In most women God has 
given room for these organs and their 
processes, but it is reduced and con- 
tracted in order to make the waist ap- 
pear small. 
In the name of honorable 
labor; of healthy and happy infancy 
and childhood; of intelligent, 
high- 
minded womanhood; of everything that 
is beautiful and worth having for wo- 
men in this world, we plead for the 
scorned, the maligned, the condemned 
large waist. 
Give your body room. 
It 
is a sin against humanity and its Maker 
to compress your waist.—Alta Calif or- 
nian.

FOOD. 


Lieut. A. W. Greely, in a letter to 
the American 
Grocer upon the effects 
of freezing uj)on canned fruits and veg- 
etables, especially as regards the text- 
ure and flavor of tomatoes, corn, etc., 
says: 
Apples, 
jieaches, 
pears, 
rhu- 
barb, green peas, green corn, onions, 
potatoes, and tomatoes wei*e all subject 
to extreme temiioratures (over GO de- 
grees below zero) and v.-ere solid for 
months at a time. 
The second sum- 
mer they thawed, the following winter 
froze solid again. 
All the 
articles 
named presented the same ai^pearaiice 
as though freshly canned and their 
flavor was as good when the last can 
was eaten as in the first mouth. 
It 
should be understood that these were 
first-class canned goods and from deal- 
ers of standing and reliability. 
Cran- 
berry sauce, preserved damsons, pre- 
served peaches, and fruit butters suf- 
fered certain changes from candying, 
etc., which detracted soniewliat from 
their flavor, thougli not materially so. 
Dealers in such preserves i)redicted 
that such conditions and changes would 
occur. 
I had also canned 
turnips, 
squash, 
beets, and carrots as 
well 
as pineapples, cherries, grapes, clams, 
shrimps, and crabs, which, although not 
subjected to such extremo temperatures 
as the foregoing, yet froze and thawed 
repeatedly without injury. 
No can of 
any kind except a few, say half a dozen 
of fruit butters, was ever burst by the 
action of cold or heat. 
No illness of 
any kind occurred prior to our retreat, 
and those most inclined to canned fruits 
and vegetables were the healthiest and 
strongest of the party.

Japan, 


Young people who live in London or 
New York may fancy that our cities are 
crowded, and that many families must 
live without very much air to breathe, 
or space for the boys and girls to play 
in. 
What would they say to the boat- 
dwellers of Japan? 
In that crowded 
country hundreds of families spend their 
lives and bring up their children upon 
the water, and know nothing of the 
land, except as they make an occasional 
visit to it when obliged to purchase 
supplies or attend to some unusual 
business. 


In every bay along the coast are 
found hundreds, if not thousands, of 
small craft called "junks." 
These are 
small, 
flat-bottomed 
boats, and are 
owned and inhabited by a man and his 
family, just as houses aro in other parts 
of the world. 
Tluir business is the 
transportation of goods and merchan- 
dise of all kinds, and their navigation 
is a sort of family ati'air. 
One traveler 
says : 


"I ha%'e seen a boat twenty feet long 
mo^t adroitly managed by three chil- 
dren all under 7 years of ago. 
I am 
told that, notwithstanding their aptness 
at 
swimming, 
many 
boatmen 
get 
drowned, for no boat ever goes to an- 
other's aid, nor will any boatman save 
another from drowning, because, as ho 
says, it is all fate, and ho who interferes 
with fate will be severely punished in 
some way. " 


Among these wonderful aquatic fami- 
lies children of 3 years old will some- 
times swim like little fish, and if one is 
backward in learning, ho will be thrown 
overboard, and teased and tormented 
until he is obliged to learn the art in 
self-defense. 


Ah! it is in reading and learning 
about the people of other lands that we 
find how mu5h we have to love and be 
thankful for in the broad, free life of 
our own.

being torn, of course one pieco of the 
hlank check will exactly fit the other 
side of the filled check.

then fills in one 
of tho blank 


check with the name of the payee and 
the amount to suit himself, say ^>5,000, 
takes it with the pir ce of genuine check 
containing the signature of the bank, 
and explains that the check was acci- 
dentally toru. 
The teller can put the 
pieces together, and, as they fit exactly, 
the chances are that ho will think* that 
the pieces are parts of the same check, 
and becomes a victim of the 
swindle. 
The trick, of course, suggests its own 
remedy.

BLiB Smmne 
Bacap» from Death at th* 
Handt 
of an Infuriat*^ 
Mvh, 


An old citizen of Nashville, Tenn., 
who witnessed the attempt to mob Ned 
Buntline in that city in 1847, relates the 
following thrilling incident : 


Judson, or "Ned Buntline," was an 
lago, and at that time walked and talked 
like that character; in fact, was a living 
impersonation of it. 
He was a regular 
masher. 
He had been editing "Ned 
Bnntline's 
Own" in Paducah, Ky., but 
on coming toNa.shville he was employed 
as assistant editor to Hudson Kidd, in 
the publication of the 
Southwestei'n 
licvieic. 
He had been here five or six 
months when trouble came up between 
F. B. 
Porterfield and himself, and at 
the time of the aft'ray Buntline and Bob 
Parrish were practicing at a target. 
I'orterfield's friends had persuaded him 
to shoot Buntline with a double-barrel • 
shotgun, and had one loaded at the 
corner of Union and Cherry 
Streets, 
with a view of waiting for him, but hav- 
ing heard that Buntline was in Sulphur 
Spring bottom he rushed unaccom- 
panied to that point. 
On getting within 
ran »0 Portorfield opened fire on him 
with a "pepper-box" pistol. 
Buntline 
had a Colt's revolver in his hand, and 
after Porterfield had shot at him, Bunt- 
line said, "Porterfield, stop shooting. I 
don't want to kill you," but heedless of 
tho warning, Porterfield continued to 
tire, when iJunHine placing a revolver 
across his arm, took deliberate aim and 
shot Porterfield in tho forehead, in- 
stantly killing him. 


As soon as the report of the killing 
reached the central portion of the city 
a mob rushed to the point indicated, 
and ran Buntline into Mrs. Cockrill's 
Hotel, corner of College and 
Line 
Streets, caught him and took him to 
the court-room. 
The people were now 
wild with excitement. 
The court-room 
was densely thronged, and tho furore 
was greatly 
increased when Porter- 
field's brother John came running in 
and opened fire on Bimtline. 
The 
crowd scattered in every direction, and 
Buntline taking advantage of the situa- 
tion, ran ouf^ of the room in which he 
had been fired at thirty or forty times, 
and was followed down stairs by a regu- 
lar hail of bullets. 
He was shot at 
again as he ran across the square to the 
City Hotel, one bullet taking effect in 
the arm of a man named Pentecost. On 
reaching the door of the hotel bullets 
were planted all around him. 
On go- 
ing to the third story he attempted to 
regain the ground by climbing down 
the tin gutter, which broke, and ho fell 
to the pavement of the court, breaking 
his leg. 
Sheriff Barnes kept the crowd 
back by saying that Buntline was dying; 
to let him alone, and he would carry 
Bimtline to jail, which he was permitted 
to do. 
At dark another mob was 
formed and went to the jail. 


Acting Mayor S. V. D. 
Stout and 
John D. Goss, who were jail commis- 
sioners, went to consult Louis Horn, 
jailer. 
When the mob rushed into the 
jail, they knocked Horn out of the rock- 
ing chair, and secured the keys, when 
he said, "For God's sake, don't let the 
prisoners out." 
Three of the mob en- 
tered 
Buntline's 
cell. 
While 
one 
caught him by the leg, another seized 
him by the collar. 
A third, placing his 
foot on Buntline's neck, was about to 
fire, when the jailer pleaded with them 
not to kill him there. 
Buntline 
was 
then dragged pell-mell into the street. 
He was then permitted to say his 
prayers, and on finishing pulled a ring • 
from his finger, handed it to a minister 
to be sent to his father at Pittsburgh, 
Pa. 
The crowd then hallooed, "Take " 
him on," and they did so. 


They first attempted to hang him to 
a sign, but the rope having been toa 
short he was dragged to a lamp-post. 
When they began to pull him up Act- 
ing Mayor Stout cut the rope, and the 
form of Buntline dropped to the earth. 
The utmost silence prevailed at this ^ 
critical moment, when a man named'' 
Ashbrook cried out, "It's a d—n shame 
to treat a human being in such a brutal 
manner, and if John Porterfield is a 
gentleman, 
ho Avill have the wretch 
turned loose." 
At this Porterfield came 
uj) and said: 
"Take him back to jail," 
and Buntline was returned to his cell. 
Dr. Joe Stout said he had received 
severe internal injuries, and that while 
attending him Buntline boasted that if 
he saw that a man was going to shoot 
iiim, he could dodge the bullet. 
When 
Buntline had recovered and was about 
to bo sent down the river, still another 
mob gathered at tho upi>cr wharf 
to 
lynch him, but the crowd was left stand- 
ing when the boat started with no Bunt- 
line on board. 
The Sheriff eluded the 
angry assemblage by taking Buntline 
to the lower wharf, where he was put 
on a steamer, smd that was the last seen 
of Buntline in Nashville. 
He was never 
prosecuted. 


WINE FROM DRIED 
F KUIT. 
When the ravages of phylloxera first^ 
devastated the vineyards of France the 
imports of raisins and currants 
into 
that country were very small, amount- 
ing only to between 6,000 and 7;000 
tons a year. 
The failure of the vint- 
age for several years in succession in- 
fluenced French winemakers to turn 
their attention to dried grapes, known 
as raisins and currants. 
It might be 
expected that people who displayed 
such peculiar ability to make a stim^ 
lant drink out of a cup of water andfl 
piece of sugar would soon find a methoa 
to make a wholesome wine out of dried 
fruit. 
Such has been the progress ol 
this business that for the last three 
years the imports of 
currants anc 
raisins have averaged 65,000 tons, or ai 
increase of nearly 60,000 tons in sevei 
years. The magnitude of this business

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When, on the 12th of July, 1864, the 
troops in the forts just north of Wash- 
ington left their works and advanced 
against Early's skinnishera a notable 
group looked on. 
Rarely, says Mr. 
Pond, did a Union engagement present 
so clear an opportunity for viewing its 
progress, and rarely for such a scene 
was a more memorable group of spec- 
tators assembled. 
On the parapet of 
Fort Steven» stood the tall form of 
Abraham Lincoln by the side of Gen, 
Wright, who in vain warned the eager 
President that his position was swept 
by the bullets of sharpshooters, until 
an officer was shot down within three 
feet of him, when he reluctantly stepped 
below. 
Sheltered from the line of fire, 
Cabinet officers and a group of citizens 
and ladies, breathless with excitement, 
watched the fortunes of the fight. 
Strange as was the spectacle at the 
national capital, it would have seemed 
stranger still to the onlookers could 
they have known that in the camp 
yonder, as if in typical contrast to the 
figure on the parapet, stood one (Breck- 
enridge) who four years before had 
been the Vice President of the United 
States. 
It was no mock battle that 
these spectators witnessed. 
Stretchers 
soon came in from the field by scores, 
with their ghastly loads; the hospitals 
in the rear of the fort were astir, and 
here and there, dotting the meadow, 
the orchard and the dusty highway, lay 
many a lad for whom the wild cheers of 
the crowd fell on deaf ears. 
Early was 
sharply criticised at the South for lack 
of enterprise in not having captured 
Washington. 
Relying for its land de- 
fences on many forts, connected by 
rifle-pits, a large force would be needed 
by the city t-o so man these defenses as 
to guarantee that not one of them 
should be carried by the sudden attack 
of a bold enemy. 
Early, however, did 
not know, and could not wisely have 
taken for granted, the condition of 
Washington prior to the arrival of the 
transports. 
His expedition was based 
upon the opposite 
theory, that of 
drawing thither 
from Grant many 
troops for its defense. 
He was pre- 
pared to believe that 20,000 or 30,000 
veterans were concentrated there, be- 
cause that would have been the com- 
plete accomplishment and vindication 
of his campaign. 
Grant, on his j^art, 
presumably understood the effect of 
Early's circuitous course, and had cal- 
culated precisely the time required to 
suitably succor Washington, without 
merely trusting to possible ignorance or 
timidity on the part of the enemy then 
marching upon it; and his 
report 
definitely 
declares 
that 
his forces 
reached Washington before Early's. 


Andrew Johnson undoubtedly de- 
sired, late in the winter of 18(>G, to dis- 
perse Congress by armed force, and then 
to issue a proclamation, convening a 
Congress in which every State should 
have its full representation. 
The mili- 
tary leader selected was Gen. Gordon 
Granger, then waiting orders, who 
would not hesitate to do anything that 
promised promotion, 
A considerable 
force of regular troops were within call 
of Washington, and if Gen. Granger 
had received the order he would have 
left nothing undone to carry it out; 
but the President found that it would 
be useless, and gave up the plan. 
The 
Eepublican members of Congress were 
very much frightened at what they be- 
lieved was the plan, and in the army 
appropriation bill that winter a clause 
was inserted, understood to have been 
written by George S. Boutwell, in- 
tended to cover this case, 
it was pub- 
lished in the general order of March 
12, 1867. 
It forbade the President to 
order the General of tlie army, Cien. 
Grant, away from Washington, save 
with the consent of the Senate, and 
directed that any military orders issued 
by the 
President 
without passing 
through Grant's hands should be null 
and void. 
Any officer receiving 
or 
obeying any orders 
issued without 
Grant's sanction was to be found guilty 
of felony and sentenced from two to 
twenty years' imprisonment. 
This law 
was violently opposed in Congress, but 
it was passed, and practically took the 
command of the army out of the Presi- 
dent's hands; so if he had attempted to 
take steps over Grant's head, the latter 
would bo justified in forcible resistance. 
This was meant to be and was, a power- 
ful factor in preventing Johnson from 
superseding Grant in command, or get- 
ting him away from Washington. 


A. T. Stewart, the New York dry- 
goods kmg, was selected by Gen. Grant 
to reorganize and reform the Treasury 
Department, It was an excellent selec- 
tion, but it was not acceptable to the 
politicians in tlie Senate, who had re- 
tainers and henchmen by the score in 
the Department, antl in the revenue 
service and customs service elsewhere. 
When the nominatjon was announced, 
they cunningly intimated to Mr. Sum- 
ner that Stewart was too conservative, 
and the Massachusetts Senator's "I ob- 
ject" cai-ried the consideration of the 
nomination over until the next day. 
Previous to this, Simon P. Hanscom, 
one of the oldest newspaper men at 
Washington, had written accounts of 
the palace stores of Stewart and of 
Claflin at New York for the Ilepuhli- 
can, of which he was then the editor. 
Claflin paid $500 for what was said 
about his place, but Stewart declined 
to "fork over," althsugh there had been 
n clear understanding that he was to 
pay the same sum. Hanscom no sooner 
heard of the nomination, and of the de- 
sire among the Republican politicians 
to get rid of it, than he posted to Caleb 
Cushing and asked if thero was not 
some obsolete law which prevented an 
importer from holding office in the 
Treasury Pepartment.

luuidf ot the Senators. 
Stewart had 
been so cpn^dent of hjs confirmation 
that he engaged a suit of apartments at 
the Ebbitt Hotise, over Newspaper Row, 
with a private entrance. 
The rooms 
had been frescoed, painted, papered, 
carpeted, and furnished in the most 
luxurious style, and their occupant was 
not at all prepared for the slip between 
the cup and the lip. 
The President 
asked Congress to repeal the antiquated 
law, and Stewart oflered to put all his 
property into the hands of trustees, 
but it was of no avail. 
The Senate in- 
sisted on the withdrawal of Stewart's 
name; and then Gen. Grant sent in 
that of Mr. Boutwell, who had been 
designated by him originally as Secre- 
tary of the Interior. 
Stewart, terribly 
mortified, returned to New Y'ork and 
gave up all political aspirations, while 
Hanscom added his scalp to those al' 
ready dangling in his sanctum. 


ZrF'Ii AT CAlUr^ CHASE. 


While at Camp Chase we learned in 
various ways how some of our fellow- 
prisoners at Camp Morton were killed 
—wantonly, as we thought—while at' 
tempting to escape by tunnels which 
they had made from within their prison 
inclosure. 
Possibly these statements 
were made to check us in similar efibrts 
for escape, as the planning and con- 
structing of tunnels, carried on with 
great secrecy, was a popular enterprise 
for several months in Camp Chase after 
all hopes of an early exchange were de- 
stroyed. 
We learned and had reasons 
to believe that when it Avas known by 
those in command at Camp Morton that 
such a tunnel would come out at a cer- 
tain point beyond the walls, the guards 
had orders to slioot any prisoners who 
made their exit there, and that some 
were so shot without any other at- 
tempts to secure them. 
For the cor- 
rectness of this statement we must rely 
on men then confined at Camp Morton 
to corroborate or deny it. 
Certain it 
is that attempts at "tunneling out" 
were continued at Camp Chase in spite 
of such statements, up to the very time 
that all officers confined at Columbus, 
Oliio, including those of Gen. John H. 
Morgan, were removed in March, 18G4, 
to Fort Delaware, where, if they suc- 
ceeded in tunneling, their tunnels would 
come out in the waters of Delaware 
Bay. 
When we left, a shaft and tunnel 
were in progress under the floor of our 
mess-room. 
Some idea of the extreme 
difficulty and slowness of these eflbrts 
for liberty may be formed from the fol- 
lowing facts^: All the work was done 
in the darkness of the night, after 
"taps," by details and reliefs from the 
most trusted men of our number, for 
spies were kept among us, and it was 
bard to identify them. 
After "taps" 
our fire was allowed to die down. 
The 
stove was moved enough from its posi- 
tion to take up some of the rough 
boards of the loose floor as noiselessly 
as possible. 
In this way the shaft was 
sunk in the earth immediately under 
the stove, the floor being near the 
ground. 
Toward morning everything 
was carefully put back in its place, and 
no visible traces of the night's work 
were left. 
It may be asked, "How did 
you get tools for digging, and what 
was done with the dirt removed from 
tliese tunnels?" 
A file was obtained 
by careful management; then a "strap- 
hinge" was taken from an out house. 
This hinge made two excellent small 
hoes for tunneling. 
How ? With the 
file the two "straps" of the hinge were 
cut apart where they unite. 
The broad 
part of each "strap" was heated and 
bent, and then shari)ened like a hoe on 
the broad edge. 
Each "strap" was 
fastened with the screws taken from 
the hinge to a small wooden handle, 
less than a foot long. 
This made a con- 
venient and effective hoe for such work, 
"in close quarters," as the men did 
who formed the working force in their 
unique mining. The dirt removed from 
the tunnels was put in large "i)0ckets" 
concealed in the clothing of the workers. 
When these pockets were filled they 
were emj:)tied into the common "sink," 
within the 
prison 
walls, to which 
prisoners were allowed access at all 
hours of the night. 


Our "sappers aud miners" found this 
work warmer than one might suppose 
on those winter nights in Ohio; for tliey 
were working in narrow tunnels under 
ground, and they were buoyed up by 
the exciting hope of esca})e. Y^our 
readers would be astonished if in- 
formed of the amount of work accom- 
I)lished by these simple contrivances of 
our Southern soldiers.—Ja7)ies JV. A.

There are four forais of aphasia 


which co-rxist or which wuy b« fonnd 
isolated; (I) The loss of the power of 
nnderstandttig spoken words, or, as it 
has been named, rather improperly, 
since the failure is not physical bwt 
mental, verbal deafness; (2) verbal 
blindness, or the inability to read ; (3) 
motor aphasia, or the loss of the power 
of articulate speech ; (4) i^raphiift (a 
term invented, we believe, by the En- 
glish physician, Dr. Ogle,) or the Ibss 
of power of writing. 
An instance of 
loss of the faculty of understanding 
spoken words while that of understand' 
ing written words remained, is quoted 
by M. Ballet from Abercromble. 
It is 
that of a gentleman farmer in Scotland, 
who recognized the sounds of spoken 
words without 
understanding 
their 
meaning, and who, to make communi- 
cation with his laborers possible, had a 
written list in his room of the most or- 
dinary terms. 
On bearing without in 
the least comprehending the spoken 
words, he turned to his list, and his 
perception of what was said became 
clear. 
Of verbal blindness (as it is 
called), M, Ballet gives the instance of 
a French merchant, whom he calls M. 
P., a man of fair cultivation, and more 
or less of a reading habit, who, through 
an accident in hunting, lost the faculty 
of reading, 
M, P, understood perfectly 
everything that was said to him, an- 
swered questions with much precision 
and expressed himself with a certain 
degree of facility. 
Morever he wrote 
with ease not only his name and ad- 
dress, but a long letter, and that with- 
out any notable mistake in orthography. 
The interesting fact is that though ho 
could write and did it with a certain 
ease, he was incapable of reading. 


"I write," he said, "as if with my eyes 
closed ; I do not read what I write. " In 
fact he was wholly unable to re-read 
the words he had traced a few seconda 
before." The letters themselves writ- 
ten in this condition were quite equal to 
those which he had written before the 
accident befell him. 


Of motor aphasia, or the inability to 
use articulate speech, M. Ballet gives 
instances of a patient at the Saltpetriere 
whose reply to all questions consisted 
of the word "Macassa, macassa;" of an- 
other who could only say "Monomo- 
mentif ;" of a third who was reduced to 
the expression "Iqui phoiqui;" and of a 
fourth whose vocabulary did not go be- 
yond "Baden, ababen baden." 
The 
poet Baubelaire could say only "Cre 
nom, cre nom," being in this respect in- 
ferior to a very distinguished lady, 
whose conversational powers extended 
to, though not beyond, the entire phrase 
of which Baudelaire gave the usual 
abréviation. 
Still more advanced was 
another lady, who repeated at every 
moment, "Madame, ete, mon Dieu, est 
il possible, bonjour Madame. " 


In the early stages of the malady, 
proper names are forgotten. 
An emi- 
nent man of science was reduced to de- 
signate the person of whom he spoke of 
as "My colleague who invented such 
and such thing." Next common nouns 
disappeared. 
Wlien the Abbe Perier 
asked for his hat he said: "Give me my 
—what one puts on one's—. " His coat 
was, "What is worn to be dressed in." 
Scissors, with another patient, were the 
thing one cuts; the window, what one 
looks through, what gives light. 
What 
can not bo said by people affected with 
motor aphasi^ can sometimes be sung 
by them. 
An officer, who could not 
pronounce the 
words "enfant" and 
"prairie," whose power of speech were 
confined to its word "pardi" and the 
letter "b," was capable of singing with 
perfect articulation the first couplet ol 
the "Marseillaise." 


A farmer, "du comte de Wiklow 
dont parie Graves," could not pro- 
nounce the names of his wife and chil- 
dren except by reading them. 
A strik- 
ing instance of agraphia is that of a 
Russian officer, well acquainted in Rus- 
sian, French, and German, who, having 
been afflicted with motor aphasia as re- 
gards French and German, afterward 
became subject to agraphia as regards 
all the three languages, then he re- 
tained or regained the power of, read- 
ing and speaking them, 
A woman be- 
ing asked to write her name, produced 
the words, "Sumil siclaa satreni," and 
gave her address as "Suuesr nut to mer 
iinu lain." An English naval office, 
w ishing to write "Royal naval medical 
officer belonging to the Admiralty," 
was constrained to add the terminator 
"dendd" to each word, and to write, 
"Royondendd navendendd sforendendd 
(sic) belondendd." etc. 


rniC lIAIiMFUL CIOARETTJE. 


The trade in cigarettes has grown 
immensely and fortunes have been made 
by it. 
As an example, fifteen years ago 
the elder of two brothers kept a small 
cigar shop in West Broadway. 
The 
sole cigarettes then used here were 
several brands loosely rolled in coarse 
]»aper and imported from Havana. 
He 
began to reason about them, and finally 
evolved the small, mild, compact, rice- 
paper, golden-hued 
tobacco article, 
which ho named the American cigaz-- 
ette. 
It leaped immediately into favor, 
and the business expanded greatly. 
The little shoj^ became a large factory, 
and eventually disappeared from West 
Broadway to reappear in still ampler 
proportions up-towu—one of the con- 
si^icuous factories of the city. 
He has 
a fine mansion in one of the fashionable 
cross streets and a superb countiy seat 
in an interior county of the state. 
His 
wealth is estimated at $7,000,000 to $8, 
000,000, and his younger brother is 
thought to be worth $3,000,000 or $4, 
000,000, all the product of ths evolution 
of the cigarette, which is far worse than 
a cigar, because it contains, in addition 
to tobacco, paper, opitun, and other dele- 
terious drngs.—JTcitf YoyJc Cftrnmer-

To the Editor of THE SENTINEIÍ. 


Nothing more completely baffles trick- 
ery and deception than a straightfor- 
ward statement of facts. I believe that 
the taxpayers of Allen county and the 
city of Fort Wayne are honest, intelli- 
gent men, not easily bamboozled or de- 
ceived. Living in the noonday of time, 
they read and think and the editors of 
republican papers in this city will find 
that the triumphs of truth and reason are 
greater than those of misrepresentation. 
Slander cannot make a subject either 
better or worse and in the long run it 
acts like a boomerang upon the party 
that resorts to it.

They did this to pay 
off every county order that I drew 6 per 
cent, and to give them money enough to 
keep the county for the future on a cash 
basis and at the same time not to stint 
in the necessary expenses of a thriving 
county. Several years ago, about the 
time Mr, Rudisill was auditor, a large 
number of wooden bridges, on pile foun- 
dations, were built within a period of 
four years. Everyone knows what kind 
of bridges they were from the one at 
Rudisill's mill and Muldoon's dam.

The house of representives of the 
forty-eighth congress inaugurated labor 
legislation by creating for the first time 
among its standing committees, a com- 
mittee on labor, to which should be re- 
ferred proposed legislation affecting the 
interests of workingmen.

voted in favor of it. 
From this commit- 
tee emanated the law creating the na- 
tional bureau of labor statistics, and the 
law prohibiting the importation of con- 
tract pauper labor, now found on the 
statute books. Also the house resolu- 
tion authorizing and directing the com- 
missioner of labor to make a full investi- 
gation as to the kind and amount of work 
performed in the penal institutions of 
the several states and territories of the 
United States and the District of Col- 
umbia, as to the methods under which 
convicts are or may be employed, and as 
to all the facts pertaining to convict 
labor and the influence of the same upon 
the industries of the country. For each 
and all of these Juge Lowry voted. 


The democratic house of representa- 
tives also passed the following bills 
which'came from the same committee: 


THB ABBITBATION BILL 


which provides that in all controversies 
between railroad companies and their em- 
ployes, if submitted to arbitration, the 
United States would give the arbitrators 
the power to send for persons and pa- 
pers, to administer oaths, in fact all the 
power of United States commissioners, 
and would pay all the expenses of the ar- 
bitration, the award to be filed with the 
commissioner of labor and to be made 
public by him.

THE rock foundation in South Caro-

action. 
Great masses that might have 
remained almost stationaiy for a cen- 
tury in the absence of any disturbing 
influence have received from volcanoes 
the impetus required to move them. 
This influence may be interchangeable. 
A land-slip may sometimes have caused 
a volcanic eruption by suddenly in- 
creasing the pressure upon a deposit of 
lava. 
Moreover, it is plain that the 
depths of the earth are hot, whether 
there be a molten internal mass or not, 
and the introduction of sea water by 
gravitation through fissures into heated 
cavities may cause the development of 
steam which will exert its force in dis- 
turbing the surface. 
This may be the 
cause of some earthquakes or land- 
slides.

GASTRONOMIC LONDON. 


STRAY BITS FROM ITS NOTED CAFES 


AND RESTAURANTS. 


A Dinner at the Holbom—The Old Cock 
Tavern—A 
Disgruntled 
Waiter—Fees 
and 
Fee-Givers — Living 
in 
Apart- 
ments, £tc., Ftc. 


tspeciai Corregponaence.1 
LOITOON, Sept. 24.—I write this letter in 
the very heart of the greatest city of the 
world. 
All around me throbs the life blood 
of London, and within a few minutes' walk 
of me is the center from which go out the 
wires which affect every nation and every 
market. A stone's throw away is Charing 
Cross, with its trains and 'buses leading to 
aU pai-ts of London and England, and below 
this the Strand, with its everlasting stream of 
vehicles and men. I go to the top of my 
street, a block away, and Trafalgar square, 
with its giant column of Nelson, with the 
great bronze lions lying at its feet, greets my 
eyes, and down below, not far off, are the 
houses of parliament, where to-night Pamell 
is having 
tussle with the government about 
old Ireland. 
Hyde Park, Pall Mall and 
Piccadilly, with its clubs, ai'e within walking 
distance, and all about me is the London of 
history and literature, as well as the great 
city of business activity. 


Just across the sl&eet Benjamin Franklin 
lived when he came here to advocate the 
cause of the Colonists in 1771. Above this 
stands the Golden Cross hotel, where Mr. 
Pickwick met the hackney coachman and be- 
came acquainted with Jingle, and a little 
further down is the house of Samuel Pepys, 
the author of the Diary. 
Garrick lived in 
this vicinity, and some of the most important 
events in the life of Lady Jane took place 
right here. 


When you are in Rome do what Romans 
do, and you will pay what Romans pay, If 
you try to carry 
American customs 
about 
with you, 
you will be charged 
three 
prices 
for 
everything, 
a n d 
will not be as well 
served into the bar- 
gain. It is the same 
with London. My 
friend and I are 
living here in apart- 
ments and we have 
a suite of 
three 
large rooms and an 
ante I'oom on the 
.second iloor front 
for a fixed price of 
per day. The 
same 
accommoda- 
tions in the Grand 
hotel in the next 
block would cost 
moi'e 
than 
five 
times the. money. 
We have our break- 
BiiiTJSH WAITER. 
fast in our bitting 
room. 
Wo oi-der 
what 
we like 
the 
night before, .-ind at the time 
appohited 
we find it well cooked, nicely served and 
smoking upon the table. We eat at our 
leisure and enjo}- our l)realcia.st. The other 
meals we take at the noted restaurants and 
cafés of London. 
We live Avell, and the 
whole does not cost us each over 
a day. 


Amei'icans are, as a rule, the most extrava- 
gant of travelers. 
They have acquired an 
international ri'putatiou as such. 
They pay 
bigger fees and get less for their money than 
any other class of travelei-s. I heard a rich 
American at Edhiburgh say that it cost him 
an averajic ol' ."<5 in fees to every hotel bill ho 
paid, and 1 find that twice as much is ex- 
])e('ted of an American as of a German, a 
l^'renchnian or an Englishman. 
Every ser- 
vant here seems to expect a fee, and cab- 
men, stage diivers, i-ailroad conductors and 
the government employes about the public 
buildings lia\e their hands always .open. 
The fact that signs are put up warning the 
travelers that no gratuitie.s are to be paid 
makes no diU'erence, and at hotels the .ser- 
vants exjjeet tlie s;une lee whether attendance 
is charged in the bill or not. I have paid 
thirty-seven cents a day for attendance at 
hotels, and ha\e notwithstanding found an 
army of servants waiting to be feed at my 
departure. At many of the restaurants the 
waitei-s get no wages, but rely upon fees for 
their salaries, and at some hotels and cafés 
thej' even i^ay a good i-ound sum to tho 
proi)rietor foi- the piivilege. The head boots 
at one of the big hotels in Liverpool pays, I am 
told, i^.^iUU a year for the blacking of the boots 
of the guests of the hotel, and hires his own 
assistants. 


The average English waiter and porter of a 
hotel are almost always feed. The waiters 
are as a rule solenm-looking fellows, and they 
are alwaj's dressed in swallow-tail coats, low 
cut vests and Vv hite ties. The}- are very polite, 
especially when you are about to depart, and 
at that time all present themselves. 
The best 
of them do not ask for fees outxight, but you 
can see they expect it all the same. If you do 
not fee them a look of ineffable scom comes 
on their faces, and you have fallen like lead 
in their estimation. 


Last night at the Covent Garden theatre 
restaurant a party of Americans, of which I 
was a member, drank a bottle of wine to- 
gether. 
We sat at a little table just off of th© 
promenade of the grand theatre and were 
waited upon by one of these walking clothes 
frames in full dress. The bill was asked for 
and a noted literary man of America handed 
the waiter the exact change. He started away 
with a thank yow and then came back as he 
looked at the ch&iige, and said with an air 
which was half demand: 
"Gentlemen, there 
is no fee here for the waiter!" 


The American replied: "No, and you wiU 
get none! I am usually very liberal with 
your class, but I will never give fees when I 
am asked for them." 


The waiter looked mad, spluttered a little, 
and went off. As he did so the American re- 
marked to me: "This is the first time I have 
ever been directly asked for a fee." This man 
goes to Eui'opo nearly every year and is a con- 
stant fes givei-. 
Many Americans feel the 
same as he does. They don't object to giving 
a sixpence or a shilling when in the mood and 
when they feel they have been well served. 
They do object to giving in response to un- 
adulterated cheek, and will not open their 
pockets upon its demands. It is surprising 
what fine looking fellows some of 
these 
waiters are. At the Royal hotel in Edin- 
burgh and the St. Enoch's in Glasgow there 
are men acting as waiters who would not 
seem out of place as guests at a fashionable 
party or at a scientific meeting. 
The head 
waiter is, as a rule, a plump, middle aged 
man with a face shining with good living and. 
having an air of dignity and good humor 
combined. He might pose for a retired na- 
bob anywhere else, and you feel at first afraid 
to drop a fee into his hand, which he so well 
knows how to curl behind his back or at his 
side. 


There arc about 13,000 cabmen in London 
and about 1,000 'bus drivers. The cabmen 
have fixed rates for passengers, but they ex- 
pect a penny or two additional with every 
fare. 
The hansom cab is the great vehicle 
here, and its rates are for two pei-sons about 
a shilling or twenty-five cents for a two-mil© 
trip. It is a two-wheeled one-horse affair, 
open at the front, and the driver sits behind 
and drives with his lines over the top of the 
cab. 
They do not obstruct the view and they 
make excellent time. 
These cabs are owned 
largely by capitalists, who let them out to th© 
drivers at so mach per day, and their pay i s 
ki wbalr lliey oan flMrn over this. Tbe han-

reputation for its chops and steaks, and all 
over ^ngiATid yoa will see the sign ''Grill 
Room" tacked to the walls of many restau- 
rant& The grill room is a part of the restau- 
rant where the meat is broiled in the same 
room it is eaten, and where one can pick out 
his own steak or chop and have it cooked for 
HTTI 
It differs from other restaurant rooms 
chiefly in the grilling part, which consists of 
a wide fireplace at the end of the room, built 
into the chimney, about as high from the 
floor as that upon which the blacksmith's fire 
btims. 
Upon this fireplace are masses of red 
coals, and over them grates of iron and spits, 
on which, with an appetizing odor, are broil- 
ing meats of various kinds. A cook in white 
oap, white waistcoat and apron presides over 
the griU, and at his side are big counters, 
upon which are laid out all kinds of raw 
chops, steaks and birds. You can pick out 
your own piece of meat, and see it put on the 
coals. In ten minutes, or less, it wiU be 
brought, smoking hot, to you, and you will 
find it delicious. If you are an Englishman 
you will order a mug of beer with it, and 
about a quart of heavy beer wiU be handed 
you in a big silver mug. You also have 
potatoes or other vegetables if you pay for 
them, and you close your repast with a bit of 
old Stilton or Gorgonzola cheese, which looks 
as old as a cathedral ruin and as moldy as a 
damp, unused cellar. 


There are numerous old and noted restau- 
rants in London. I came across one the 
other day called the Falstaff restamrant in the 
vicinity of Mark lane, imd on Fleet street 
there is one at which Tîell Gwymie used to 
dine which dates back into the Seventeenth 
century and has the sign "Nell Gwynne Tav- 
ern, founded A. D. 1666," upon it. 


The Cock tavern near by has been noted 
among la^vyers for years, and it is a little six- 
teen-feet wide building of many stories, sand- 
wiched in between more modem structures. 
It has a golden rooster for a sign, and it looks 
very old. It is the restaiu-ant that Tennyson 
speaks of in the beginning of one of his 
poems: 


Oh, plump head waiter at the Cock, 
To which I most resort. 


How goes the time y 'Tis five o'clock. 
Go fetch a pint of i)ort. 


But let it not be such as that 
You set before chance comers, 


But, such whose father-grape grew fat 
On Lusitanian summers. 


I dropped into the Cock yesterday. The 
grill eating was going on in stalls, while a 
very pretty maiden presided over the bar. I 
took a glass of port for the name of the thing 
and found it very good indeed, but whether 
it was of the Lusitanian kind or that for 
chance comers I know not. 


Among the noted London restaurateurs of 
the present, Spiers & Pond stand very high. 
They have restaurants with silver gridirons 
and lots of colored glass all over London, and 
you find their establishments connected with 
the principal theatres and the railway sta- 
tions. 
They are Australians, who have in- 
troduced French cookery into England, and 
many of their restaurants furnish me^s on 
the Duval plan. 
Duval was a French 
butcher, who has founded restaurants all 
over Paris, at which everything is sold at the 
lowest remunerative rates, and everything is 
charged for even to the napkins. A bill of 
fare is given you with the prices attached to 
each dish, and you pay for just what you 
want and no more, except a fee, perhaps, to 
the waiters. 
These restaurants of Spiers & 
Pond are higher in price than the Duval es- 
tablishments of Paris, but their service is ex- 
cellent. 


There is a big one in Fleet street, near the 
new law courts and in the locality of the 
large new.spaper oflices of London. It was in 
Fleet street that Dr. Samuel Johnson lived, 
and tliis restaurant is not far from where 
Isaac Walton's house used to stand. I have 
dined in it many times, and am always able 
to get a good dinner for about fifty cents. 
Everything you have here costs something. 
Tbe use of the washroom to clean your hands 
and face costs six cents, and for this you get 
a fi-esh towel, wi-apjjed up in a sealed paper, to 
show that no one else has wiped upon it, a 
"brush off" by a waiter, and as mrch hot and 
cold water and soap as you want. The dining 
rooms are above this and on a tevel with 
Fleet street. 
They are large, elejj^antly fur- 
nished and filled with a hundred or so ('f 
little tables, covei'ed with tbe whitest of linen. 
You enter them through a wide hall, and as 
you pass the polic;eman at the door you are 
given a ticket or bill, on which what you eat 
will be set down by your waiter. 
The boy 
who gives you this is in a sort of a pen in the 
middle of the doorway, and you cannot pass 
in without getting it. 
You select your table, 
and your waiter takes your order. 
All of the 
waiters are girls of from about IS to 
years 
of age, and a very pretty, lady-hke and 
agreeable lot of girls they are. They have 
one costume. It consists of a gi'ay stone-eol- 
ored dre.ss, a white apron, low shppers and a 
gauzy lawn cap, which daintily covers the top 
of the head. 
Upon the arms, from wrist to 
elbow, there are pairs of white ovei-sleeves 
tied at tbe elbow with black bands, and each 
girl fastens her collar with a round nickel- 
plated brooch the size of a trade dollar, upon 
which is enameled her number in plain figures. 
Number 5 waited 
on me to-day, and 
while she was stand- 
ing b e s i d e me I 
made a hasty sketch 
of her a n d h e r 
badge. 
She was 
very 
pretty, and 
though she appear- 
ed delicate she was 
strong 
enough to 
dislodge with her 
corkscrew a refrac- 
tory wine cork with 
a loud report. The 
corkscrew is a part 
of each of 
these 
girls' attire, and it 
is tied to t h e i r 
waists by a black 
string, and hangs 
half the way down 
the dress like a la- 
dy's fan at a party 
when not in use. 
Number 5 gave me 
NUMBEU FIVI;. 
a napkin, for which I paKi LWO cents; 
a piece of bread, two cents; butter, two 
cents, and tlien my dinner as per order. 
Everything 
was nicely cooked and the 
service was of the best, though the prices 
•vvere no less 
tlian 
those in the better 
class restaurants of New York, where cheap- 
ness is made an object. 
The prices of eating 
in London are about the same as in America, 
and when you figm-e up the total of your 
hotel bills you find that they amount to at 
least §3 or Ç4 per day at the better hotels, and 
more than that at the best. 
Their prices ap- 
pear cheaper from the fact that everything is 
itemized. The total, however, is a continual 
astonishment. 
Take a fixed price per day 
per room, say $1, and this is about the lowest 
for which one can get a room at the better 
hotels in tJie West End, or fashionable Lon- 
don, and you find at the close an additional 
charge of one shilling and a half for service 
and one shilling for lights. 
The price of your 
room is now 81.63, and the waiters and boots 
will expect something when you leave. A 
room on any except the top floor will be 
higher, and the total daily rat^ will coimt up 
about as follows: | 3 a day for the fourth 
floor, 85 for the third, $8 for the second, and 
about .?10 for a room, including board, on the 
first floor. In all European hotels the ground 
floor does not count, and in most of them the 
floor above this is called the "entresol." The 
first floor is what would be the third floor in 
an American hotel, and there are few Amer- 
ican hotels which charge as much as the 
above rates. 


Of late years a number of penny coffee 
houses have sprung up all over England, and 
you find them in every part of London. 
These coffee rooms give a fair cup of coffee 
or chocolate fora penny^ or two cents, s pat 
of butter for two cents and a piece of bread 
or roll for the «una . Cold meats, p i « and 
ofdce are also sokL There are no i ^ t o r s at

ixBd these coffee houses several times when I 
wanted only a "smack" and have found them 
good. I understand that they are very pay- 
ing institutions and that they do a great deal 
in the way of temperance reform, as no 
Uquors are sold at them. 


One of the finest restaurants of London is 
the Holbom, which from its table d'hôte din- 
ners, accompanied by music, has acquii-ed an 
international reputation.

ernment. 
K\oii it a high protective tariit were 
once necessary or beneucial, it is not needed to- 
day, and but servos to enhance the iirofits of 
thosa already 
A v o r t h millions, and makes the 
rich richer—and by increasing t je cost of the 
necessaries of life, make i the poor poorer. 
All 
the industiics which this nation needs are 
to-day capable of suppoiting themselves 
by 
legitimate business upon a living basis, and 
without the aid of any high protective tariff'. 
Why is it tbat capital in its investments is pro- 
tected, while labor is allowed to come to this 
country LQ vast hordes d u t y f r e e ? Are not the 
interests of labor—the wants ajid needs of the 
great masses of the people—of as much import- 
ance as the investments of capital ? I contend

Um and aristocratic misrule, a \ictoryof

motives and honest convictions over deception, 
hypocrisy, bigotry, and abuse. 


I expect to receive much 
vilification and 
abuse at the hands of some of those whose party 
I now hid adieu because of tlus statK.ment of 
my honest convictions. 
But vilification 
and 
abuse can not destroy prfuvjiplcs. Tljat v.^hich 
is true will live and prosrxT wlien tUose who 
malign the truth are forgott>:n. A grand mareii 
for« aid has coiniiK-nct d.

At the Brooklyn Tabernacle Ker. T. De 
Witt Talmage, D. D., took for his text the 
fiist versee of the sixty-eighth Psalm—"Let 
God arise, let His enemies be scattered"— 
from which he preached the following 
sermon: 


A procession was formed to carry the ark 
or sacred box, which, though only three 
feet nine inches in length and four feet 
three inches in height and depth, was the 
symbol of God's presence. 
As the leaders 
of the procession lifted this ornamented 
and brilliant box by two golden poles run 
through four golden rings and started for 
Mount Zion all the people chanted the 
batile-hymn of my text: 
"Let God arise, 
let His enemies be scattered." 


The Cameronians of Scotland, outraged 
by James 1.. who forced upon them reli- 
f^ious furnis that .were off'ensive, and by 
the terrible persecution of 
Drummomi, 
Dalziel, and Turner, and by the oppressive 
laws of Charles I. and Charles II., were 
driven to proclaim war against tyrants, and 
went forth to fight for religious liberty; and 
the mountain heather became red with 
carnage, and at Bothwell Bridge and Aird"8 
Mofs and Diumclog the battle-hymn and 
the battle-shout of 
those glorious old 
Scotchmen was the text I have chosen: 
"Let God arise, let His enemies be faCiit- 
tered." 


What a whirlwind of power was Oliver 
Cromwell, and 'how 
with his soldier's 
name, "The Ironsides," ho went from vic- 
tory to victory! 
Opposing armies melted 
as he looked at them. 
He dismissed Par- 
liament as easily as a echoolmaster a 
school. 
He pointed bis finger at Berkeley 
castle, and it was taken. 
He ordered Lord 
Hopton, the general, to ilismount, and he 
dismounted. 
See Cromwell marching on 
with his army, and hear the battle cry of 
"The Ironsides," loud as a storm and 
solemn as a death-knell, standards reeling 
before it, and cavalry horses going back on 
their 
haunches, 8,nd 
armies 
flying, 
at 
Marston 
Moor, at 
Wincepy Field, 
at 
Naseby, at Bridgewater, and Dartmouth— 
"Let God arise, let His enemies be scat- 
tered!" 


So you see my text is not like a compli- 
mentary and tasseled sword that you some- 
times see hung up in a parlor, a sword that 
was never in battle and only to be used on 
general training but day, more like some 
weapon carefully hung up in your home, 
telling the story of Chapultepec, Cerro, 
Gordo, and Cherubxisco, and Thatcher's 
•\lun, and Malvern Hill; for my text hangs 
in its scripture armory, telling of the holy 
wars of three thousand years in which it 
bus been carried, but as keen and mighty 
as when David first unsheathed it. 
It 
seems to me what in the Church of 
God 
and in all styles of reformatory work we 
most need now is a battle-cry. 
We raise 
our little standard and put on it the name 
of some man who only a few years ago be- 
gan to live and in a few years will cease to 
live. 
We go into contest against the armies 
of iniquity depending too much on human 
agencies. 
We use for a battle-cry the name 
of some brave Christain reformer, but after 
a while that reformer dies, or gets old, or 
loses hi.s courage, and then we take an- 
other battle-cry, and this time perhaps we 
use the name of some one who plays Arnold 
and Bells out to the enemy. 
What we 
want for a battle-cry is the name of some 
leader who will never betray us, and will 
never surrender, and will never die. 


All respect have I for brave men 
and 
women, but if we are going to get the vic- 
tory all along the line we must put God 
first. 
We must take the hint of the 
Gideonites, who wiped out the Bedouin 
Arabs, commonly called Midianites. These 
Gideonites had a glorious leader in Gideon, 
but what was the battle-cry with which 
they flung their enemies into the worst de- 
feat into which any anny ever was tumbled? 
It was "The sword of the Lord and of 
Gideon. 
Put God first, whoever you put 
second. 
If the army of the American 
Kevolntion are to free America it must be 
"The sword of the Lord and of Washinu- 
ton." If the Germans want to win the day 
at Sedan it must be "The sword of the Lord 
and Von Moltke." Waterloo was won for 
the English because not only the armed 
men at the front but the worshipers in the 
cathedrals at the rear were crying "The 
sword of the Lord and of 
Wellington." 
The Methodists have gone in triumi>h 
across natiou after nation with the cry 
"The sword of the Lord and of Weslej." 
The Presbyterians have gone from victory 
to victory with the cry "The sword of the 
Lord and of John Knox." 
The 
Baptists 
have conquered millions after millions for 
Christ with the cry "'ihe sword of the Lord 
and of Judson." 
The American 
Episco- 
palians have won their mighty way with 
the cry "The sword of the Lord and of 
Bishop Mcllvaine." 
The victory is to 
those who put God first. But as we want 
a battle-cry suited to all sects of religion- 
ists, and to all lands, I nominate as the 
battle-cry of Christendom in the approach- 
ing Armageddon the words of my text, 
sounded before the ark as it was carried to 
Mount Zion: 
"Let God arise, let his 
enemies be scattered." 


As far as our finite mind can judge, it 
seeniK about time for God to rise. 
Does it 
not seem to you that the abominations oí 
this earth have gone far enough? 
Was 
there ever a time when sin was so defiant? 
Were there ever before so many fists lifted 
toward God telling him to come on if He 
dare? 
Look nt the blasphemy 
abroad! 
What towerinsr 
profanity! AVould it be 
possible for any one to calculate the.num- 
bers of times that the names of Almighty- 
God and Jesus Christ are every day taken 
irreverenily on the lips? 
So common has 
blasphemy bizcóme that tho public mind, 
and public ear have got used to it, and a 
b:a«ph'mer goes up and down this country 
in his lectures defying the plain law 
against blasphemy, and 
there is not a 
mayor in America 
that has backbone 
enough to inter!ere with him save one, and 
that the mayor of 
Toronto. 
Profane 
swearing is as much forbidden by the law 
as theft, or arson, or murder, yet who ex- 
ecutes it? Profanity is worse than thefts 
or arson, or murder, for these crimes are 
attacks on humanity-—that is an attack on 
God. 


This country is pre-eminent for blas- 
phemy. 
A man traveling in linssia was 
supposed to be a clergyman. 
"Why do 
you take me to be a clergyman?" said the 
man. 
"Oh," said the Russian, "all other 
Americans swear." 
The crime is multi- 
plying in intensity. 
God very often shows 
what He thinks of it, but for the most 
part the fatality is hushed up. 
A few 
Bummers ago among the Adirondack« I 
met the funeral procession of a man who, 
two days before, had fallen under a flash 
of lightning while boating, after a Sunday 
of work in the fields, that he had cheated 
God out of one day anyhow; and the man 
who worked with him on the same Sabbath 
is still living, but a helpless invalid under 
the sume flash. On the road from Margate 
to Ramsgate, England, you may find a 
rough mounment with the inscription: 
"A 
boy was struck dead here while in the act 
of swearing." 
Years ago in a Pittsburgh 
Mison two men were talking about the 
Bible and Christianity, nnd one of them, 
Thompson by name, 
applied to Jesus 
Christ a very low and villainous epithet, 
nnd as he was uttering it he fell. A phy- 
sician was called, but no help could be 
gfiven.

haunts of sin, mingling with tbe rattling 
dice and cracking billiard-balls, and the 
laughter of her who hath forgotten the 
covenant of her God; and round the city, 
-and lound the conMncnt, and round the 
earth, a seething, boiling surge flings its 
hot s])ray into the face of a long-suffering 
God.

That is, it makes a man's 
disposition sour, and his associations sour, 
and his prosi>ects sour; anc. then it is good 
to mash his body, and mash his soul, and 
mash his business, and mash his family. 
Sour mash! 
One honest name at last for 
an intoxicant! 
But through lying labels of 
many of the a othecaries' shops good 
people who are only a little undertone in 
health, and wanting of some invigoration, 
have unwittingly got on their tongue the 
fangs of this cobra that stings to death so 
large a ratio of the human race. 


Others are ruined by the common and 
all-destructive habit of treating customers. 
And it is a treat on their coming to town, 
and a treat while the bargaining progresses, 
and a treat when the purchase is made, 
and a treat as he leaves town. 
Others to 
drown their troubles submerge themselves 
with this worse trouble. 
Oh, the world is 
battered, and bruised, and blasted with 
this gi'owing evil! It is more and more en- 
tranced and fortified. They have millions 
of dollars subscribed to marshal and ad- 
vance the alcoholic forces. 
They 
nomi- 
nate and elect and govern the vast majority 
of the office-holders of this country. 
On 
their side they have enlisted the mightiest 
political power of the centuries. 
And be- 
hind them stand all the myrmidons of the 
nether world, satanic, apollyonic, and dia- 
bolic. 
It is beyond all human effort to 
overthrow this bastile of decanters, or cap- 
ture this Gibraltar of rum jugs. 
And 
while I approve of all human agencies of 
reform, I would utterly despair if we hud 
nothing. 
But what cheers me is that onr 
best troops are yet to come. 
Our chief ar- 
tillery is in reserve. 
Our greatest com- 
mander has not yet fully taken the 
field. 
If all hell is on their side, all heavt-n is on 
our side. 
Now, "let God arise, and let His 
enemies be scattered." 


Then look at the impurities of these great 
cities. 
Ever and anon there are in the 
newspapers explosions of social life that 
make the story of Sodom quite respevtable; 
for such things, Christ says, were more 
tolerable for Sodom and Gomorrah than 
for the Chorazins and Bethsaidas of greater 
light. 
It is no unusual thing in our cities 
to see men in high position with two or 
three families, or refined ladies willing 
solemnly to marry the very swine of society 
if they be wealthy. Brooklyn, whose streets 
fifteen years ago were almost free from all 
sign of the social evil, now night by night 
rivaling upper Broadway in its flamboyant 
wickeduess. 
The Bible all aflame with 
denunciation against an impure life, but 
many of the American ministry uttering 
not one point-blank word against this 
iniquity lest some old libertine throw up 
his church pew. 
Machinery organized in 
all the cities of the United States and 
Canada by which to put yearly in oper.ition 
the grindins: mill of this iniquity thousands 
of the unsuspecting of the country farm- 
houses, one procuress confessing last week 
in the courts that she had supplied the in- 
fernal market with 150 souls in six months. 
Oh, for 500 Pall Mall Gazettes in America 
to swing open the door of this lazar-house 
of social corruption. 
Exposure must come 
before extirpation. 


While the city van can-ies the scum of 
this sin from the prison to the police court 
morning by morning, it is full time, if we 
do not want high American life to become 
like that of the court of Louis XV., to put 
millionaire Lotharios and the Pompadours 
of your brown-stone palaces into a van of 
popular indignation and drive them out of 
respectable associations. 
What prospect 
of social purification can there be as long 
as at summer watering-places it is usual 
to see a young woman or excellent rearing 
stand and simper and giggle and roll up 
ber eyes sideways bsfoni one of those 
first-class BAtfM of fashionable life, and on 
the ball-room aitir join him in tbe dance, 


to see if in the morning light there be not 
the flash of descending cimeters. 
Ob, for 
God! Does it not seem lime for His ap- 
pearance? 
Is it not time for all lands to 
cry out: "Let God atise, and let His ene- 
mies be scattered?" 


I got a letter u few days ago, asking me 
if I did not think that the earthquake in 
Charleston was the divine chastisement on 
that city for its sins. 
That letter I an.swer 
now by saj'ing that if ail our American 
cities got all the punishment they deserve 
for their horrible inijmrities, the earth 
would long aiio have cracked open into 
crevices transconiinental, and taken down 
all our cities, and Brooklyn and New York 
would have gone so far under that the tip 
of our church spires would be 500 feet be- 
low the surface. 
It is of the Lord's mer- 
cies that w e have not been consumed. 


Not only are the affairs of tliis world so 
a-twist, a-jangle. and racked that there 
seems a need of the divine appearance, but 
there is another reason. 
Have you not 
noticed that in the liistory of this planet 
Clod turns a leaf about every two thousands 
years? 
(îod turned a leaf and this world 
Avas fitted for human residence. 
About 
two thousand more years passed along and 
(iod turned another leaf, and it was the 
deluge. 
About two thousand more years 
passed on, and it was the apj^earance of 
Christ. 
Almost two thousand more years 
have passed by, and He will probably soon 
turn another leaf. 
What it shall be Fc m- 
not say. 
It may be the demolition of all 
these monstrosities of turpitude and the 
establishment of righteousness in all the 
earth.

And now, the best thing I can wish for 
you, and the best thinpr I can wish for my- 
self, is that we may be found His warm 
and undisguised and enthusiastic friends, 
iu that hour when God shall rise and His 
enemies shall be scattered.

—^Frederick Angenutine, who resides 
about two miles north of Waldo, -while at- 
tending to his cattle, was attacked by a 
Ticious bull, and almost instantly killed.

in a few seconds. 
His ril.s on the left side 
were broken loose from the backbone, his 
riglit shoulder broken, the scalp loose from 
the skull, the temples badly bruised, and 
there were other injuries on different parts 
of the body. 
The deceased was about fifty 
years of age, and leaves % wife and five 
children. 
He was a well-known and re- 
spected citizen. 


—The greatest excitement was occa- 
sioned at Marion by the appearance uf 
several hundred men, mostly employes of 
the Huber Works, bearing in their mid-^t 
the form of a man astride of a fence-tail. 
He was accused of being to© intimate with 
another man"s wife, whose friends took it 
opon themselves to thus summarily stop all 
further annoyance to that gentleman.

Butler and Fair 
slaughtered one of the weakest of the ani- 
mals, and after a careful po.st-mortem pro- 
nounced the disease anthrax,

trouble, which. Dr. Butler says, is not epi- 
zootic, but enziootic. 
Dr. Butler was of 
the opinion that the cattle contracted the 
disease in some malarious district in the 
West. 


—The second well of the Northwestern 
Ohio Natural Gas Company, located six 
miles west of Fostoria, has come in, and is 
a gusher. 
The Trenton rock was struck at 
a depth of 1,140 feet. 
At a depth of twenty 
feet in the rock the flow of gas is estimated 
at between three and four million cubic 
feet per day. 
The well is perfectly dry, 
there being not the slightest indication of 
oil, a fact the company is glad to note, as 
several gas wells in the section have turned 
from gas wells to oil wells. 
This well and 
well No. 1, located a quarter of a mile east 
of it, will be sufficient to supply the entire 
town of Fostoria.

John D. Goss, who were jail commis- 
uionors, went to consult Louis Horn, 
jailer.

jail, they knocked Horn out of the rock- 
ing chair, and secured the keys, when 
ho said, 'Tor Coil's sake, don't let tho 
prisoners out"

him by the collnr. A third, placing his 
foot on Buntline's neck, was about to 
firo, when Ihc jailer pleaded wilh thorn 
nol lo kill him there.

Ho was then permitted to Bay his

prayers, and on finishing pulled a ring ' 
from his linger, handed it to a minister, 
to bo sent to his fathor at Pittsburgh, 
Pa. Tho crowd then hallooed, "Tako • 
him on," and Ihcy did BO. 


Thoy first attempted to hang him to- 


a sign, but the ropo having been too- 
short he was dragged to a lamp-post. 
When they began to pull him up Act- 
ing Mayor Stout cut the rope, and tho 
form of liuntlino dropped to tho earth. 
The utmost silence prevailed at this 
f 


critical moment, when a man named' 
Ashbrook cried ont, "It's a d—u shamo 
to Ireal a human being in such a brutal 
manner, and if John Porterfiold is a 
gentlcm'an, ho will have the wretch 
turned loose." At this I'oriorficld came 
up ami said: "Take him back lo jail," 
and rjiintlitio was returned to his coll. 
Dr. Joe Ktoilt said he had received, 
severe internal injuries, and that while 
attending him ISuntlinc boasted that if 
he saw Ihat a man was going lo shoot 
him, he could dodge the bullet. When 
inntline had recovered and was about 
o bo sent down the river, still another 
mob gathered at tho upper wharf lo 
ynch him, bill the crowd was left stand- 
ug when the ho.it started with no Bunt- 
ine on board.

on a steamer, and that was the hstseen 
of Bnntlino in Nashville.

a n point beyond the walls, the guards 
ad orders to shoot any prisoners who 
nado their esit there, and that some 
vere so shot without any other nt- 
cmpts to secure them. Por tho cor- 
ectnoss of this statement we must rely 
in men then confined at Camp Morton 
o corrobovatn or deny it. Certain it 
is that attempts at "tunneling out" 
vero continued at Camp Chase in spite 
jf such statements, up to tho very time 
hnt all oflicers confined at Celnmbiis, 
)hio, including those of Gen. .Tohn H. 
Morgan, were removed in March, 1SG4, 
o Fort Delaware, where, if they suc- 
ceeded Iu tunneling, their tunnels would 
come ont in tho waters of Delaware 
Bay. 
When- we left, a shaft and tuiino 


were in progress under- tho Jloor of our 
mess-room. Soma idea of the extreme 
liiuculty and slowness of these. oftbrU) 
for ibpvty may be formed from the fol- 
lowing facts: All the- work was done- 
in tlio darltnesB of tho night, after 
"taps," by details nud reliefs from the 
most trusted men of our number, for 
spies were kept among us, and it was 
lard to identify them.

legislation by creating for the first time 
among He standing committees, a com- 
mittee on labor, to which should bo re- 
ferred proposed legislation affecting the 
interests of workiugmen.
